Arp Receives a Grand Army Cir- 
cular. 


AND HAS SOMETHING TO SAY ABOUT IT. 


The Philosopher Thinks Uncle Sam Should 
Stop Everything of the Kind—His 
Views of the Situation. 


Oh, my country—where is Uncle 5am? that 
watchful old fellow with the striped pants and 
bell-crowned hat. The pictorials always have 
him standing around when any big rascality is 
going on at Washingtom. I wonder if he has 
seen this circular of the National Tribune. A 
copy has been sent to me and it says, ‘‘Com- 
rade.” {Well, I’m no comrade of that sort, and 
if I wasI would be ashamed to have such a 
circular sent tome. If that concern can carry 
out its schemes we needn’t worry any more 
about the surplus, nor about the tariff, nor the 
internal revenue, for it will take them all to 
foot the bills and they will last forever, more 
or less, for pensioners increase as the years roll 
on. But few die and none resign. It takes 
eighty millions now for pensions, but nota 
dollar for Dixie, and we have helped to pay it 
for twenty years and made no fuss.

We had been 
told that Miss Van Orden was in the habit of 
morphine, and, as I had not yet been 
told that she had bought prussic acid, I sup- 
posed I was going to smell of Majendie’s be 4 
tion. I the vial we found back and 
forth under ~ nose three or four times, and 
got a good sniff of the acid. It has a sweet, 
almond flavor, pungent and not all disagreea- 
ble. Then I passed the bottle to Dr. Terri- 
berry, and he took a sniff. I noticed that he 
was growing pale. Then I began to feel faint 
and weak myself.

THE GREAT NUMBER OF VISITORS. 


The Magnificent Ponce de Leon Hotel and 
the Cost of Constructing it—A Ride 
on Indian River. 


JacKsONVILLE, Fla., February 11.—[{Staff 

Correspondence. ]—Florida has but one serious 
“rival. That is Southern California. 

It is nine days from New York to Los An- 
geles. It is forty hours from New York to 
Jacksonville. That sums up the situation and 
leaves Florida without a rival as the winter 
resort for this continent, and in command of 
the constantly widening market for early vege- 

les and tropical fruits. 

parr ae boomed into consideration by 
the railroad, which sought to divert winter 
travel from its natural channel and throw it 
into vague and remote places, by low rates and 
alluring schedule. This cut Florida’s winter 
travel short dast season. Nine days on a sleeper 
is expensive, and, added even to the low pas- 
senger rate, make @ California trip costly; 
while to a business man there was no comput- 
ing the loss of time, or to an invalid the 
wearing physical discomfort. 

The railroads, which have neyer treated 
Florida fairly, appear this season to accept the 
jnevitable, and agree that the great winter 
highway will reach from New York and Chi- 
cago to this peninsula. The vestibule train, 
put on this winter, from New York to Jack- 
sonville, is immensely popular, and will be du- 
plicated next season from all principal north- 


erm points. f 
A. passenger on the vestibule train tells me 


that when he left New York, on January 50th, 
the train was sold 
up to the 20th of February. 
It costs about fen dollars extra from 
New York to Jacksonville on the vestibule 
above the straight fare and sleeping car. The 
vestibule train is simply six cars thrown into 
one, making sleepingrooms, library, dining- 
room, smokingroom, barber shop and bath- 
rooms. In the diningroom meals are served 
table d’ hote at one dollar, and the menu 
equals that of the Fifth Avenue hotel. There 
are no stops for meals, but the passengers eat 
and sleep on the train. There were one hun- 
dred and twenty passengers on the train with 
my informant, and the estimated receipts for 
the train were $4,300, with running expenses 
of perhaps $1,200. It is the perfection of 
traveling. 
FLORIDA’S GROWTH IN EIGHT YEARS. 

Fight years ago I was in Florida. 

What has the state gained since that time? 
Then, I went over two railroads which wero 
little more than “‘two streaks ofrust and the 
right-of-way.’’ They reached no farther south 
than Gainesville. The South Florida was just 
begun as a‘narrow gauge from Sanford. 
From Sanford a boat line was just 
put on to Rock Ledge—it was gravely stated 
that steamers could not be run on the Indian 
river. 

On this trip I go through Florida in a special 
ear (supervised by Felix Larrea, incomparable 
cook and caterer), finding broad gauge rail 
transportation to every part of the state. A. 
fleet of steamers run on Indian river. There

are rail lines to Charlotte Harbor on the gulf, | 


and to Titusville on the ocean. More than 
1,700 miles of railroads have been built in the 
past eight years, costing about thirty million 
dollars. This enormous amount repre- 
sents progressive investment, for the state 
must grow up to the roads. Four great sys-

HOW 18 THIS GOING TO FAY? 
Look at the figures. 

Mr. Flagler ought to get six per cent gross 
on his investment, which would give him four 
per cent net. Six per cent on $5,000,000 is 
$300,000. The hotel has, say, three full 
months of business: that would make the rent 
$100,000 a month. 

Think of that! Three thousand dollars a 
dav for rent. But the hotel and Alcazar, when 
finished, will accommodate twelve hundred 
people. Five dollars a day, the minimum 
price, would yield an income of $6,000 a day. 


The present hotel accommodates about six ¢ 


hundred and fifty peovle and is full. It 
is probable that the rates will average six dol- 
lars a day from top to bottom of the house.., 

Of course Mr. Flagler does not hope to get 
four per cent on his investment at present. It 
was rumored he had large collateral invest- 
ments in St. Augustine, the aggrandisement 
of which would lessen the cost of his hotel. 
This is not true. He simply had forty or fifty 
million dollars and had never indulged him- 
self. He determined to havea plaything as 
he grew older and this hotel is his toy, and he 
is having a heap of fun with it. 

In eyerything the hotel is perfect. Mr. 
Seavy, who manages for Mr. Flagler, was 
selected as the best hotel man that could 
be found, and approyes the  selec- 
tiom The chef was for four years 
chef for the emperor of Brazil. It was he who 
prepared the Cleveland inaugural dinner, and 
he is the first in his profession. <A unique 
feature of the hotel is the library, which will 
be in the second story. It will be fitted up 
just as a private library would be, except, of 
course, that it will be more expensive. The 
guest of the Ponce de Leon will have, not only 
his own art gallery, but his own library. 

ITS EFFECT ON FLORIDA. 

What effect will this hotel have on Florida? 

It will make St. Augustine the great winter 
resort of this continent. The amazement of 
those who have seen the Ponce de Leon this 
season will bring thousands to see it next sea- 
son. Men and women will cross America to 
spend a day or two within its walls. 

Mr. Flagler and his friends will make St. 
Augustine worthy of this hotel. Already the 
Casa Monica, another hotel, is finer than any- 
thing else inthe country, except the Ponce de 
Leon. The Alcazar, when finished, will sur- 
pass the wonders of both these hotels. There 
is talk of canals being cut, which will make 
St. Augustine, more than ever, the American 
Venice. Everything that money and taste can 
do to attract the pleasure seekers of the world, 
will be done in St. Augustine with magical 
swiftness. There is admirable back-ground 
for the work. <A quainter old city, with more 
delightful climate, end picturesque detail 
could not be imagined. Naples does not look 
out on a jovelier bay, nor rest under suns more 
splendid.

and that’s where we’ve been.”’

The Boston Herald people, headed by Mr. 
Pulsifer, sold out their interest in the South 
Florida to Mr. Plant, for one million dollars, 
reserving certain securities and lands. The 
Florida Railroad and Navigation company 
has been in the hands of a receiver, 
but the western division was purchased 
last week by a strong company of New 
Yorkers, who will buy the rest of the 
system at the coming sale. Besides the above 
systems there are various narrow guages, and 
short lines in process of construction, so that 
Florida will soon be full enough of railroads to 
justify the suggestion of Colonel. D. Owens, 
that ‘Florida is the railroad man’s paradise, 
The people export everything they grow, and 
import everything they use. All the natives 
leave Florida in the summer, and all the 
world comes to Florida in the winter.” 

Besides $20,000,000 invested in railroads in 
eight years, nearly seven million dollars has 
been invested in hotels. This includes, of 
course, the Ponce de Leon at $3,500,000; but 
in every section of the state first-class houses 
have been erected until! Florida is full of su- 
perb hotels. Mr. Plant is now having plans 
made for a hotel at Tampa, to cost about 
$1,000,000. I think in no other state in the 
union can a visitor go, with such a certainty of 
finding hotels, first class in every respect, at 
every stopping point. The rates are high, but 
the service is simply perfect. 

This tremendous outlay in railroads and ho- 
tels must result in the swift and general 
growth of Florida. 

THE GROWING TIDE OF VISITORS. 

The present tourists’ season promises to be 
the largest in the state’s history. Mr. M. R. 
Moran, the admirable superintendent of the J. 
T. & K. W. system, says: 

“I think 60,000 visitors will actually go into 
Florida this winter, This I would consider the 
highest total Floxida has reached. Larger es- 
timates have been made and larger figures 
given, but they are taken usually from hotel 
registers, where a name may be duplicated 
half a dozen times. Youcan see thas 60,000 
Visitors would leave an immense amount of 
money in the state. Few of them stay a shorter 
umethan two weeks—many of them more 
than a month. At eight dollars a day, not too 
much for traveling and other expenses, there 
will be about a hundred dollars to the visitor

Now it is open clear to San Lusia where the 
ocean booms through Jupiter Inlet, and where 
fishing is like pulling in a continuous string of 
boys by ropes into the front parlor from the 
back yard. 

Itis admitted that on Indian river the 
orange touches perfection. It is there that 
the pineappleis taken ripe and odorous from 
the bush, and that bananas, tafling to the 
touch, melt in the mouth.

SOMETHING OF THE MASSIVE: DOME. 


What the Fuilding Has Cost so Far, and: 
What Will be Expended Upon it— 
Some Interesting Facts.

The work on the new capitol is progressing” 


A. ConstiTvuTION reporter, accompanied by 
Captain W. H. Harrison, sécretary, of the 


‘board of capitoi commissioners, made a tour: 


of inspection through the building yesterday’ 

morning. 
The visitor to the grounds will be amazed at 

the size and weight of the huge blocks of stone. 


‘used in the material, and surprised at’the ease 


and facility with which they are moved and 
placed in position by the steam derricks, pul- 


‘leys, and every modern appliance for handling 


the heavy material. 

“Just follow me, now,” said Captain Harri- 
son, “and I will show you more about the 
building than you can find oat all day by 


yourself.’’ 

And he led the wa? to the Hunter street en- 
trance.. In the basement are found .a number 
of workmen engaged in laying cement, polish- 
ing stone, making ornamental cornices, and 
plastering. Huge engines weré furnishing 
steam for the lifting apparatus; fires all aglow, 
managed by soot-begrimed: tiremen, reminded 
one of a blast furnace in Tallapoosa. 

The basement floer is ona level with the 
grade line, and is not excavated anywhere ex- | 
cept where the main engine ayd_botier will be 
placed. The floor will be of hfdraulic cement, 
and the whole space will be used for the en- 
gines, boilers, heating apparatus and for gen- 
eral storage. , 

IN THE BUILDING. 

Captain Harrison led the way up the main 
Hunter street entrance, which will probably 
be the most popular entrance on account of 
being nearer the business portion of the city. 
On the right isdesigned theogovernor’s apart- 
mens, fiited with every convenient arrange- 
ment for comfort and elegance. The governor 
will have a public ofhce, reception room, 
private office, fire and burglar proof vault and 
separate offices for clerks. 

rhen, on the left of the corridor, are elegant 
oftices for the treasurer, his clerks, the princi- 
pal keeper ot the penitentiary and the 
physicians. The state vault is Hoored and 
ceiled with railroad iron, lined with heavy 
sheet iron, incased withga selid wall, and is 
absolutely safe from flames and burglars, 

To the right of the Capitol avenue enirance 
will be the oflices of the comptroler-general 
and his clericai foree, occupying five large 
rooms. This department will also be provided 
with a fire-proof vault. The eight large oftices 
on-the left of this entrance will be assigned for 
the use of the agricultural department. 

As one enters from the Mitchell street side, 
handsome apartments will be fitted for the at- 
torney-general], adjutant-general, state chem- 
ist, and several mnessenger rooms, 

The school coinmissioner’s, geological and rail- 
road commissioners’ departments and the office 
of tlie secretary of state are approached from 
the Washington street main entrance. The 
oftices of each department communicate by in- 
terior doors, and are furnished with light and 
air from windows opening to the outside, and 
have every convenience necessary to secure the 
comfort of the occupants. 

THE SBCOND FLOOR, 

The second floor is reached by two stairways 
aud an elevator, and is designed for the hall of 
the house of representatives, senate hall, and 
supreme court recom, and also the state library. 

Contingent to the halls of the legislature are 
corridors, Joblies, cloak rooms, messenger 
rooms and private office for the clerk and 
speaker of the house. Fronting Mitchell street 
is the supreme court room, attorney’s rcom, law 
library, and private oftices for the chicf justice 


The senate chamber fronts Capitoavennue, 
and has adjoming it, rooms for the president of 
the senate, and secretary, and offices for the 
reporter, clerks and several committee rooms. 

The state library will be one of the lhand- 
somest apartments in the building; it fronts 


tends through the third story. The third floor 
will be used entirely for committee rooms, and 
mittee rooms comprise twenty-three large, 
nents. 

The dome of the capitol is the special pride 
of Captain Harrison, who waxed eloquent as
